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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that there is no benefit to 
providing a domed bottom to Simmons when the bottom of Simmons is already supported by the bottom of the outer container. This 
statement is not deemed persuasive because the doming of the bottom would further support and strengthen the bottom even if the 
bottom is already supported by a bottom of an outer container. Syrek teaches a domed bottom and vertical support ribs that extend 
downward to support the domed bottom in spaced relation from a supporting surface. The resulting bottom would have the support of an 
outer support surface as well as the dome and a resulting strength significantly higher than a bottom which is supported by an outer 
supporting surface alone. The rejection is significantly enhanced by applicant's prior art admission that domed bottoms are well known in 
this art which is not rebutted by applicant's comments in the after final response. 
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
